Pilot Officer John G. Magee, Jr. hod his faith reestablished and strengthened through 
his flying. His poem, "H igh Flight,” attests to his dedication to faith and freedom. 
He was an American citizen born of missionary parents in Shanghai, China,- his mother 
was an English missionary, his father an American. John grew up in a home steeped in 
Christian faith and service. But like many boys, his schooling at Rugby, England, and at 
Avon in Connecticut and other activities drew him aw ay from the church. In 1941 he was 
offered a scholarship to Yale but he didn’t accept it. Instead he enlisted in the Royal 
Canadian Air Force. Before he left for England and the RAF he took communion with his 
parents at his father's church in W ashington, D. C. 
In England John flew Spitfires and in September 1941, after a mission, he scribbled 
the poem, "H ig h Flight," on the back of a letter to his mother. He had written verse 
before but this one gave him immortality. 
Speaking of her son as a boy and of his poem, Mrs. M agee said, "The last thing he 
wanted to do was to touch the face of God. He didn't even want to go to church." But 
she added, "A s he flew, the reality of God, the Universe, sun, and stars cleared his m ind." 
John M agee was killed in action on December 11, 1941, and is buried in a parish 
churchyard in England. The promise of a great poet was lost. Yet he had time to give the 
world his message.

effect January 1 as scheduled, a fiscal analysis by 
Missouri Expenditure Survey disclosed today. 
The study said that the new revenue legislation is 
expected to finance expenditures next fiscal year if it 
goes into effect January 1, but noted that: 
If the tax increase is held in abeyance until next fall’s 
general election by a referendum, a $66 million revenue 
shortage for next year will result — a shortage that would 
not be recovered if the voters approved the tax increase. 
If the tax measure is rejected in a referendum, the 
revenue shortage in both the next and the following fiscal 
year would be greatly enlarged. 
The study arrived at the potential expenditure - 
revenue gap for year after next by totaling one-time 
revenues being used to finance expenditures next fiscal 
year 
and 
by 
projecting 
expenditure 
growth 
and 
commitments to the following fiscal year. It explained 
that replacement would need to be found the following 
fiscal year for one-time revenue being used next fiscal 
year. 
The study found that less revenue will be available in 
the 1971-72 fiscal year because: 
(1) Collections of the recently enacted income tax 
increase from January 1, 1970, to July 1, 1971, an 
18-month period, are to go to finance next fiscal year’s 
expenditures. The 18-month yield of the increase is 
estimated at $94 million. In subsequent fiscal years only 
12 months collections will apply. Estimated receipts from 
the tax increase in the 1971-72 fiscal year are $73 
million, $21 million less than for next fiscal year. 
(2) A $12.5 million one-time windfall, resulting from 
accelerated remittances of withheld income taxes, would 
be used to finance expenditures next fiscal year but will 
not be available the following fiscal year. 
(3) Approximately $19 million of balance will be used 
to finance expenditures in the 1970-71 fiscal year. 
These non-recurring revenues total $52 million

John M a ge e was killed in action on December I I , 1941, and is buried in a parish 
churchyard in England- The promise of a great poet was lost. Yet he had time to give the 
world hit m essage.

A group of concerned Christians in Lebanon have pro­ 
posed that the only enduring settlem ent and solution to 
the constant crises in the Middle East is the establishm ent 
of a “bi-national state.” That surely must sound like the 
most absurd suggestion ever made to the warring parties 
across the Jordan and the Suez but it has merit and ought 
to be given careful consideration. 
There are certain facts that must be considered in order 
to reach such a startling conclusion: 
• The Palestinian Arabs, about 2 million, refuse, in spite 
of all the Arab m ilitary disasters, to accept the seizure of 
their homeland by an alien Western political m ovem ent. 
Many of these fam ilies date their origin in this area for 
thousands of years. 
Like the Vietnam ese, who have 
endured the Chinese, the French, the Japanese, and now 
the Am ericans, they will wait it out. 
• The past 18 months has seen the rise of the most 
effective Palestinian liberation m ovem ent since the crea­ 
tion of the stale of Israel in 1948. 
We should note that 
many observers feel that the fedayeen (those who sacrifice 
them selves) are now better equipped, more highly organ­ 
ized and trained than ever betore. 
But of even greater 
im portance is the fact that they are recognized by m ost 
Arab countries as the legitim ate expression of the P al­ 
estinian Arab’s demand for justice. 
• The possibility of a “settlem ent” im posed upon the 
Palestinians bv either the great powers or the United 
Nations—or even the Arab states or Israel for that matter 
—is a practical im possibility. No one is going to be the 
broker for the lives and real estate of these Arabs.
